Coho Know - How ~ 

Try as you may, you'll never 
improve the eating quality of a 
freshly caught coho salmon. 

But you can do a lot to keep 
the fresh - caught flavor. 

Coho will lose eating quality 
if left for hours on the bottom of 
the boat, over the side on a 
stringer, or in the warm trunk 


of your car on the way home toy 
he—kitehtn—— 


The best method for saving 
the freshness and flavor is to 
clean and ice the coho quickly. 

The fish should be completely 
covered by crushed ice in a 
chest or cooler. Be sure to drain 
water from the cooler frequent- 
ly, because the coho will lose, 
some flavor if allowad”to stand 
in even the coldest water. . 

At home, wrap “the  coho—in 
moisture proof paper or place 
in a tightly covered dish. Store 
immediately in refrigerator. 
“Fish may be cooked 
or ‘thawed state. If you thaw 
coho before preparing, be sure 
to thaw slowly in refrigerator, 
not in hot water. Cooking frozen 
fish wijl take about 25 pércent. 
longer than cooking thawed fish.'
